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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-14 will be allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art references most closely resembling the applicants claimed invention are 
Apte (U.S. 6,269,373), McQuistan (U.S. 6,321,275) and Chang (U.S. 6,282,580). 

First, Apte disclosed a technique for providing communications between different 
implementations of object request brokers. However Apte fails to suggest or disclose " the 
generation on the client system a class with a type code and a communication protocol without 
generating a stub or skeleton associated with common Object Request Broker Architecture 
(CORBA) compliant object request brokers". These limitations are incorporated into all of the 
independent claims (claims 1, 12). 

Second McQuistan disclosed remote procedure calls utilizing a translation mechanism to marshal 
code. However McQuistan fails to disclose "the generation on the client system a class with a 
type code and a communication protocol without generating a stub or skeleton associated with 
common Object Request Broker Architecture (CORBA) compliant object request brokers". 
These limitations are incorporated into all of the independent claims (claims 1,12). 
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Third Chang disclosed a system for providing communications between different 
implementations of object request broker. However Chang did not disclose "the generation on 
the client system a class with a type code and a communication protocol without generating a 
stub or skeleton associated with common Object Request Broker Architecture (CORBA) 
compliant object request brokers". These limitations are incorporated into all of the independent 
claims (claims 1, 12). 

In summary, the Examiner submits that there is no motivation to combine the aforementioned 
references; therefore, claims 1-14 have been deemed allowable over the prior art. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
